On August 5, 1971 the "University of Washington 
Daily" reported the Veterans Against the War, an autonomous 
affiliate of the national organization, VVAW, planned to 
conduct a guerilla . theater the following Sunday during the 
Seafair boat races. The purpose of the dramatization was 
to show the role United States soldiers play in the Indo- 
china war.

(SDS) was founded during June, 1962, at Port 
Huron, Michigan, and in the 1960*8 functioned 
as tne leading Mew Left campus^based student 
organization in the United States* From a 
stance of ’*participatory democracy,** the 
SDS moved to a radical-revolutionary position* 
It maintained a national office at 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, until 
February, 1970* Internal factionalism during 
1969 produced three main factions: Weatheraan, 
Revolutionary Youth Movement (RW), and Worker 
Student Alliance (HSA). The Weatherman and 
RYM no longer consider tbeaselves associated 
with the SDS* The WSA faction continues to 
use the name SDS*\^\ 
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Veatbernan, foraerly a faction of 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), i ' 

controlled the SDS Kat'ional Office from 
June, 1969, until its closing in February, 

1970« Weatherman tneh entered an underground 
status and adopted a tactic of ''strategic 
sabotage," with police and military 
Installations designated as primary targets. 

Worker^Student Alliance (WSA), 
a faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), was expelled from SDS in 
June, 1969, by the then dominant Weatherman 
faction, but continued to use the name SDS 
and opened an office in Caaoridge, Massachusetts. 

WSA aligned ideologically vith the Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) and, in February, 1D71, moved 
to Chicago, Illinois, where it opened the SDS 
National Office at 1225 South Wabash Street. \ 

The Progressive Labor Party (PLP) 
was founded in 1962 by individuals expelled ' : 

from the Communist Party, QSA, for following 
the Chinese communist line. Its objective 
is the establlsoment of a militant workings 
class movement based on Uarxism-Lenimlsm and 
MAO Tse-tung thought. ^

The 
same area Galley burned has been 
turned for mary years.
